RESOLUTION #  01-19-94-G  Fee  to  Trust  Krahns  Property 

WHREAS, the  Oneida  Tribe  of  Indians  of  Wisconsin  is  a  federally  recognized 
Indian  Government  and  a  treaty  Tribe  recognized  by  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  and 

WHEREAS, the  Oneida  General  Tribal  Council  is  the  governing  body  of  the  Oneida 
Tribe  of  Indians  of  Wisconsin,  and 

WHEREAS, the  Oneida  Business  Committee  has  been  delegated  the  authority  of 
Article  IV,  Section  1  of  the  Oneida  Tribal  Constitution  by  the  Oneida 
General  Tribal  Council,  to  manage all  the  economic  affairs  and  enterprises 
of  the  Oneida  Tribe,  and 

WHEREAS, the  Oneida  Tribe  has  acquired  in  fee  status  the  following  parcel 
described  as:  KRAHNS PROPERTY 

A parcel  of  land  being  all  of  Government  Lots  8,  9,  10,  11,  12,  13,  and  14, 
Section  16;  also  all  of  Government  Lots  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  E,  the  NW 1/4  of 
the  NW 1/4,  and  the  SE 1/4  of  the  NW 1/4,  Section  21,  all  in  T23N,  R18E, 
Town of  Oneida,  Outagamie  County  Wisconsin,  more  full  described  as 
follows:  Beginning  at  the  West  1/4  Corner  of  said  Section  21;  thence  N2, 
43'48"E,  1921.78  feet  along  the  West  line  of  the  NW 1/4  of  said  Section  21 
to  a  point  on  the  Northwesterly  Township  line  of  the  Town of  Oneida;
